Well Opponents March on “Environmental Justice"

Opponents of a proposed hazard- 
ous-waste treatment, storage, and dis- 
posal facility in Romulus have planned 
a protest march for later this month, 
hoping to convince Michigan Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality (DEQ) 
Director Russell Harding to turn down 
the project. Leading the march will be 
Phyllis Glazer, who founded MOSES 
(Mothers Organized To Stop Environ- 
mental Sins) to fight a hazardous-waste 
facility in Winona, Texas. 

Glazer is convinced thatthe Winona 
facility has seriously polluted the area 
around her home town, and — although 
state and federal monitoring agencies 
have not found evidence to support her 
assertions — she believes that this pol- 
lution has been responsible for various 
illnesses, birth defects, and even deaths 
in the animal and human population. 
Further, despite the assurances of vari- 
ous technical experts regarding the 
safety of today's deep-well technology 


and methods for handling hazardous 
waste streams, she fears that Romulus 
will face serious problems if the DEQ 
approves a facility that Environmental 
Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) plans to 
operate on Citrin Drive. 

That's why she has joined with a 
local anti-well group known as RECAP 
(Romulus Environmentalists Care About 
People) to protest the project. 

One ofthe key issues thatthe march 
will address is “environmental injus- 
tice." Because Glazer believes that dis- 
posal companies often deliberately tar- 
get poor, minority areas for their projects 
— and that watchdog agencies often 
turn a blind eye to the practice — she 
calls her MOSES march group the 
Overground Railroad, envisioning it as 
a means of leading minorities to free- 
dom from environmental oppression, 
much as Harriet Tubman and other 
members of the Underground Railroad 
led blacks to freedom from slavery.

The question is: Would EDS' Citrin 
Drive facility in Romulus constitute a 
case of environmental injustice? 

In 1994, President Clinton issued 
an executive order that requires each 
federal agency to identify and address, 
as appropriate, any “disproportionately 
high and adverse human health or envi- 
ronmental effects of its programs, poli- 
cies, and activities on minority popula- 
tions and low-income populations." 

Accordingly, when RECAP mem- 
ber Sandra Yerman and State Repre- 
sentative Ray Basham contacted the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
and expressed their belief thatthe EDS 
project would result in environmental 
injustice for the surrounding commu- 
nity, the EPA made a thorough review of 
the subject. 

First, with regard to whether or not 
the project would impact a dispropor- 
tionately large minority or low-income 
population, the EPA used 1990 Census 
figures to conduct a demographic analy- 
sis of the area within a two-mile radius 
of the EDS site. Because the population 
was composed of only 9.1% minorities 
(compared to the State average of 18%) 
and 26.8% low-income residents (com- 
pared to the State average of 28%), the 
EPA deemed that the EDS project was 
not an environmental-justice case. 

When Representative Basham in- 
sisted that the surveyed area should be 


widened to at least a four-mile radius, 
the EPAdisagreed, but added that even 
a five-mile radius would yield figures of 
18% for minorities and 27% for those 
with a low income — still not above the 
State average. 

To Basham's concerns about envi- 
ronmental impact and decreased prop- 
erty value, the EPA wrote, "The pro- 
posed site is located in a heavily indus- 
trialized area. The area already hosts 
other industrial facilities including sev- 
eral airport-related trucking firms, three 
petroleum tank farms and an asphalt 
plant. Additionally, the runway of the 
Detroit International Airport and a major 
interstate are located within a two-mile 
radius. Since all of the existing facilities 
have the potential for visible emissions, 
noise and odors, the existing facilities 
will likely have a greater effect on prop- 
erty values than the EDS facility. Fur- 
thermore, the effect on property values 
beyond two miles from the site would be 
negligible.” 

Nevertheless, anti-well activists — 
many distrustful of government in gen- 
eral—remain unconvinced by the EPA's 
findings, and they plan to press their 
case for environmental justice during 
their upcoming march.

Package Offers Security for Seniors

There is much talk these days about 
the price of prescription drugs — particu- 
larly for senior citizens, many of whom 
take a number of medications, have a 
limited income, and have little or no 
insurance to help them. And there are 
plenty of concerns about senior health- 
care in general, including nursing-home 
needs, Medicaid reimbursement, and 
overall insurance coverage. 

My Democratic colleagues and | 
have decided that the talk has gone on 
long enough; something has to be done. 
That's why we have proposed a sweep- 
ing agenda for retirement security. 

Our plan has five main components: 
affordable prescription drugs, indepen- 
dent living, quality health-care, HMO 
reform, and nursing-home reform. 

Here's a look at these components 
in more detail. 

Prescriptions 

Seniors 60 and older would receive 
half off their out-of-pocket expenses at 
the pharmacy counter. This plan, dubbed 
“pharMigap” (after the “Medigap” sup- 
plemental insurance program), would 
save the average senior in Michigan 
$205 a year — half of the $410 he or she 
spends, on average, on prescription 
drugs. 

Independent Living 

No person wants to live in anursing 
home, so my colleagues and | are sup- 
porting a tax deduction of $1,500 for 
grown children who provide services to 
keep their elderly parents out of institu- 
tionalized long-term care. We also sup- 
port providing $10 million to Area Agen- 
cies onAgingto help fundthe Homecare 
Options for Michigan Elders (HOME) 
program, which provides services that 
help seniors who aren't eligible for Medi- 
caid to live independently. 

Quality Health-care 

Recognizing its deficit, House 
Democrats would put $300 million into 
the Medicaid system to keep hospitals 
open, improve nursing homes, and al- 
low physicians to continue to accept 
elderly Medicaid-eligible patients. Medi- 
caid is grossly under-funded, and many

seniors rely on it for their health care. 
We cannot continue to allow this vital 
program to diminish. 

HMO Reform 

Changing doctors is often a trau- 
matic experience, both physically and 
emotionally. Our plan would allow HMO 
subscribers who are 65 and older to 
keep their current doctor for life, even if 
the doctor ends his or her affiliation with 
the HMO. This would also apply to HMO 
subscribers who have a terminal ill- 
ness, serious chronic illness, or cancer. 

In addition, HMOs would be re- 
quired to pay for treatment that a doctor 
determines is medically necessary. This 
would put medical decisions inthe hands 
of doctors and patients, not insurers. 
Nursing Homes 

When children must make the deci- 
sion to move a loved one to a nursing 
home, they should never have to worry 
that the family member's well-being 
might be compromised. That's why we 
are supporting provisions to allow the 
State to take over nursing homes which 
are dangerous to their patients, and 
improve and bring them up to appropri- 
ate standards so that they will provide a 
safe and healthy environment. As the 
chief regulator of nursing homes, the 
State must play a more active role in 
their oversight. 

You may be thinking that much of 
this agenda is obvious. | mean, shouldnt 
the State intervene when anursing home 
becomes a danger to its residents? 
Unfortunately, what is obvious is not 
always what is done. That's why we are 
backing this package, in the hopes that 
what obviously needs fixing will auto- 
matically be fixed — because it’s right 
and it's the law.
